Opener’ Editor Bob Edwards has 
something to say about life in 
small towns, and after reviewing 
the burden of life carried by the 
average small town dweller he 
delivers himself of the following:

Threshers, providing they are 
bona fide, may purchase and use 
canned vegetables providing they 
cannot get green vegetables, but 
in order to do so, they must send 
a wire to W. J. Hanna, food con¬ 
troller, Ottawa, and obtain a 
licence from himT 

That is as far as the matter 
has got, and it does not seem lik¬ 
ely that the threshers will be 
given free use Of the canned com¬ 
modities. Last week, the tele¬ 
gram of the merchants of Vulcan 
to the food controller, asking 
whether threshers could have 
canned vegetables with which to 
feed their crews, drew forth the 
reply “prohibition applies be¬ 
tween retailer and customer”. 
There was absolutely no latitude 
in that, and things looked as bad 
as ever. But evidently other dis¬ 
tricts have been equally urgent 
in their demands for some let-up 
on the situation, with the result 
that Mr. Hanna has issued the 
following statement: ‘On receipt 
of a telegram from bona fide 
threshers I will wire a licence to 
them, authorizing necessary pur¬ 
chase of canned vegetables. This 
permission will be for only thresh¬ 
ers who cannot obtain green veg¬ 
etables’. 

Many of the local threshers 
have availed themselves of this 
and have been successful in ob¬ 
taining their purchasing licence 
by r«taro.

Concerted Pronouncement By 
Allies Might Have the De¬ 
sired Effect 

The growing certainty that Ger¬ 
many cannot win the war ha* not 
made her rulers, her army, or her 
fleet‘any the less disposed to com¬ 
mit atrocities. On the contrary, the 
frightfulness of 1917 is beating all 
records for the previous year; At 
sea we have the. jinking of hospital 
ship*; on land, the unparalleled dev¬ 
astation of the evacuated region's of 
France and the detention of all their 
girl residents as “servants” for Ger¬ 
man soldiers. We will not stop to 
qualify these crimes whose authors 
are plainly impervious to moral ver¬ 
dicts. But why are they not deter¬ 
red by fear of retribution? We be¬ 
lieve that the question is best ans¬ 
wered by asking another: Why have 
the Allies never yet issued any col¬ 
lective statement, denouncing the 
crimes which they intend to punish 
and outlining the penalties which 
they intend to exact? Their complete 
silence is rendered the more sugges- 
tiv by the contrast between it and 
the fairly outspoken language used 
by the spokesmen of individual gov- 
ments in their own countries. Atro¬ 
cities affecting England have been 
sterrtly commented on at Westminst¬ 
er by the late premier and others; 
atrocities affecting France have been 
more sternly denounced by French 
ministers in the French parliament. 
We are not sure quite how far Ital¬ 
ian or Russian ministers have gone 
in their turn; but even if they have 
gone as far, the fact which stares 
every diplomatist in the face is that 
nohe of these various statesmen -have 
been able to elicit any similar dec¬ 
laration from the alliance. From 
that fact the Germans draw an inevi¬ 
table inference; aitd their answer is 
to continue and multiply their ^tro- 
cities. 

The question is now entering on an 
acute phase. The devastation which 
the Germans wrought in the country 
districts of Picardy is daily being ex¬ 
tended to the populous Lens mining 
district. Behind this stretches the 
great LillejRoubaix-Tourcoing indus. 
trial area *(the most important in 
France), and immediately behind it, 
the industrial area of Belgium; the 
two forming together (and geogra¬ 
phically they are to a great extent 
one district) the richest and largest 
manufacturing area on the continent 
of Europe, Westphalia alone except¬ 
ed. From' what has happened >t 
Lens it is evidently the present in¬ 
tention of the Germans, if they, are 
forced ba?k through -this ar^a, to 
devastate the whole of ft. How can 
this be prevented? The methods of 
threats by individual governments is 
totally ineffective. The most defi¬ 
nite step of this kind yet taken was 
the resolution passed by the French 
senate on March 31, after the devas¬ 
tation of Picardy. It has not de¬ 
terred the enemy from proceeding to 
carry out the far worse devastation 
of Lens. Nor do we look with any 
hope on a resort to reprisals. Our 
reprisals for the sinking of the Glou¬ 
cester Castle—an air raid on Frei¬ 
burg—have impressed us, to Be quite 
frank, as at -once irrelevant and irigf- 
fective. ’ There is very little scope 
for developing this line; the few large 
German towns open to such raids 
are not in parts of Germany which 
have any real voicp in shaping Ger¬ 
man policy; and it remains as true 
as ever it was, that the game of re- 
prisals is one which a conscienceless 
power like Germany can always play 
better than we. We do not believe 
that the Freiburg Taid will stop at¬ 
tacks on hospital ships; and we arc 


as taken place. 
There is no way open to us, if wc 
are to prevent the inflection of pre¬ 
ventable crimes on our populations 
and our ships, but the way of a col¬ 
lective announcement by the Allies. 
It ought to .have been taken long 
ago, and the world would have been 
spared many evils if it had been. The 
number of the Allied nations and 
their interests explain and perhaps 
excuse the failure to take it; but it 
ought now to be possible to over¬ 
come that difficulty. The declarations 
should be at once comprehensive and 
specific; it ought to catalog and, de¬ 
nounce the whole extent of enemy 
criminality, and it ought, at least for 
future crimes, to name specific pen¬ 
alties The latter should as far as 
possible be congruous with the acts 
complained of; the penalty for the il¬ 
legal destruction of Allied towns 
and factories might be the- destruc¬ 
tion of twice the amount of similar 
German properties. Two objections 
are commonly urged against this 
course. One is, that events may not 
permit us to carry our threats out.

WheneVer-1 hare- 
a surplus of young stuff to offer I 
take some individual and group pic¬ 
tures of the animals, and stock up 
with plenty of clear-cut prints from 
the negatives, which I can subnet 
to farmers and breeders whose cor¬ 
respondence I attract by means of 
advertisements relative to my sales 
offerings. —if* 7 

“Often a man will purchase a Hol¬ 
stein calf or a Berkshire pig on the 
strength of the picture, which I send 
to him, when otherwise the animals 
would not interest him unless he 
saw them in person. In this way-the 
picture answers as a second-hand 
visit to the farm to inspect the live¬ 
stock. . 

“Then there is the personal satis¬ 
faction that a farmer gets in looking 
through a picture album showing his 
farm and livestock in different stages 
of development. One set of pictures 
may represent the buildings before 
and after they have been improved. 
Another lot may illustrate the im¬ 
provement in crop yields and pro¬ 
ductivity of different fields. Others 
may demonstrate the advances ac¬ 
complished in grading up and im¬ 
proving the herds and flocks. The 
camera permits the farmer to gather 
pictorial representations of improve¬ 
ment work from year to jsear. All 
this material would be of value for 
advertising purposes if he ever desir¬ 
ed to sell his farm.

IL. S. 1917 WHEAT 
PRICE AT CHICAGO 
FIXED AT $2.20 


Committee Findings Submit¬ 
ted to President Wilson 
and Approved by Him 

The price of No. 1 northern 
spring wheat was fixed at $2.20 
a bushel at Chicago for the 1917 
crop by the wheat price 
committee, headed by H. A. 
Garfield, whose findings, reach¬ 
ed after three days’ deliberations, 
were submitted to and approved 
by President Wilson. 

Labor representatives on the 
committee Voted first for $1.84 
and the farmers for $2.50. After 
a long discussion the ootnpromise 
at $2.20 was approved unani¬ 
mously. 

The price differentials worked 
out by the food administration 


are: 

• No. 1 dark, hard winter wheat 
$2.24; hard winter basic, $2.20; 
red winter basic, $2.20; yellow 
j hard winte.\ $2.16; soft red win¬ 
ter, $2.18; dark northern spring, 
$2.24; red spring$2.18;humpbak, 
$2.10; amber durum.$2.24;durum 
basic, $2.20; red durum, $2.13; 
red walla, $2.13; hard wheat bas¬ 
ic, $2.20; soft white, $2.18; White 
club, $2.16. No. 2 of each grade 
is 3 cents less; No, 3,6 cents less, 
No. 4, 10 cents less. 

Relative market basis—Chica¬ 
go, Galveston. New Orleans, 
basic; Kansas City and Omaha, 
.5 centa less than basic; Duluth 
and Minneapolis, 3 cents less;St. 
Louis, 2 cents less; New York,10 
cents more than basic; Baltimore 
and Philadelphia, 9 cents more; 
Buffalo, 5 cents more. 

The basic grades are Nos. 1 
hard winter, red, winter and 
northern spring.

FIRST WHEAT 

OF TOP GRADE 

, The first car 6t the new crop 
has been received in Calgary and 
it grades No. 1 northern. The 
shipment was consigned to Wil¬ 
lard Cumming and was grown 
by Peter Lund on his farm near 
Coaldale, 11 miles east of Leth¬ 
bridge. Mr. Lund’s crop will 
run 25 bushels to the acre, and 
the price at which it was sold 
was the $2.40 basis. The record 

„ of the croD is a remarkable one 
as the field was sown between 
May 1st and 10th, and there has 
not been any rain since June 15. 
The ground was broken last 
September. 

Mr. Cumming is establishing 
quite a record for getting in the 
first shipments, as last year he 
also reported, the first consign¬ 
ment. The season is much earl¬ 
ier, as the shipment last year 
was made on September 23rd,and 
this year it was shipped on Aug. 
29th.—Market Examiner. 


CONSCRIPTION OF 

MEN AND WEALTH 

At a well attended meeting of 
the Calgary Presbytery held in 
Knox church last night, the fol¬ 
lowing resolution, moved by Rev. 
Dr. MacRae, and seconded by 
Rev. P. McNabb, was passed. 

’Whereas our men at the front 
are making such tremendous 
sacrifices in advancing the allied 
cause, and in view of the neces¬ 
sity of mobilizing all our avail- 
- able resources in men and money 
to the end that our advance may 
be maintained, we, the Presby¬ 
tery of Calgary, desire to record 
our approval of the military ser¬ 
vice act as now necessary for 
the successful prosecution of the 
war. Further, we urge a more 
rigid measure of conscription of 
wealth and resources. We also 
desire to commend to our people 
the desirability of observing the 
food control regulations to the 
end that our men at the front 
may be well provided for’. 


WAGES DECLINE 

The Influx of harvesters from 
the east is beginning to make a 
difference in the wages being 
paid for harvest hands. A Cal¬ 
garian, who has recently return¬ 
ed to the city from a visit to the 
country south of Suffield reports 
that farmers in that district have 
dropped the pay from $4. a day 
to $3.50 owing to the increased 
number of men offering themsel¬ 
ves for hire. Others are storing 
their wheat instead of hauling it 
direct from the field to the rail¬ 
road, as they figure with the price 
set by tbe government they can 
afford to haul it later when they 
have more time on their hands. 

Reports from the country, says 
the ‘Albertan’, are to the effect 
that farmers are threshing their 
grain and storing it, and not mar¬ 
keting it as in years past They 
are not so pressed so hard i now 
by the creditors as in years past 
and they are not worried about 
the prices. They are assured 
that the price is fixed and for 
that reason are willing to hold 
off the marketing for a short 
time. As soon as the grain is 
stored they will turn their at¬ 
tention to the preparation of as 
much ground as they can get 
ready for next season. 

The first load of wheat for this 
district was taken to the eleva¬ 
tor today, and bought by Mr. E. 
J. Charters for the Farmers El¬ 
evator company. The wheat was 
the property of Mr. Ross Walker, 
and graded No. 1 northern. The 
wheat is grown on stubble and 
will go from 18 to 20 bushels to 
the acre.
